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A conspiracy of hope ...

The hustle of the lunch 
room is at its peak, students 
carrying on conversations 
about how boring their next 
class is, professors wondering 
how long they can put off 
marking the last set of 
papers, and the cafeteria 
staff wheeling the tray carts 
from table to table clearing 
up the remnants of styrafoam 
coffee cups and brown-bag 
lunches. 

Through this comes the 
voice of a solitary man, who 
has, unobserved, taken his 
place on the barren stage at 
the centre of the Great Hall. 
He begins to talk about 
"university students who 
traditionally come to the 
support of the oppressed in 
the world. "You can hardly 
make out the words over the 
general din. 

He moves closer to the 
microphone and explains 
that these are the opening 
cremonies for Amnesty Inter- 
national's Prisoner of Consci- 
ence week. He tells them 
that Sudbury's mayor Peter 
Wong declared this week 
prisoner of conscience week 
at Civic Square the previous 
night, and that Laurentian 
was having its own special 
ceremonies. 

Tables start to empty as it 
is time for class changes. The 
pace of clean-up increases so 
that there are tidy tables for 
the next group who come for 
lunch. Cash registers begin to 
work faster as the influx 
begins. 

The man on stage is 
explaining how Amnesty 
International works toward 
the release of persons impri- 
soned for participating in 
''non-violent actions for their 
civil rights." He stresses the 
non-violent. 

Q A woman takes his 
place, andjells the now busy 
Hall that they will read ten 
names of political prisoners. 
Some one yells across the 
room at a friend and waves 
for him to come over. 

"Nikolia Baranov, a labou- 
rer, forcefully detained in a 
psychiatric ward in the 
Soviet Union since 1968." 

"she-bop" is playing on 
the radio, and someone turns 
it up. 

"SOH Joon-Shik, a student 
of Law, imprisoned since 
1971 in South Korea for 
having peacefully participa- 
ted in a student demonstra-

mala. She 'disappeared' in

cell which made her serious- 
ly ill. She is still in prison." 

The sunlight is playing off 
the floor and frames the 
speakers as they each take to 
the stage to announce a 




different prisoner's name. 

Maria Margarita Baez de 
Britex, a hairdresser, arrested 
in 1982, tortured and since 
detained in prison in Paragu- 
ay/' 

"Lucas Israel Cordona, 
Professor of Zoology at the 
National University in El 
Salvador, was abducted on 
Nov. 10, 1983 after finishing 
a lecture, and has not been 
heard of since... 

The speaker mentions that 
he worked with this man.

OTTAWA - The federal 
government is pumping more 
than $1 million into advertis- 
ing this year urging students 
to stop drinking so much 
alcohol. 

According to Rachel La- 
douceur, Health and Welfare 
Canada communications of- 
ficer, the government has set 
aside more than $1 million 
for television advertisments, 
about $147,000 for bus 
posters, $94,000 for bill- 
boards and $60,000 for 
student newspapers. 

The print advertisemnets 
display a young person 
engaged in physical activity, 
nearby the words in bold 
letters: "Take Action on 
Over-Drinking." A quotation 
from the person about the 
uselessness of drinking too 
much alcohol appears below 
the picture. 

Ladouceur says the gov- 
ernment hopes the campaign 
will encourage students to 
examine why they drink to 
excess and think about the 
possible effects of too much 
alcohol consumption on 
their health in later life. 

"Kids don't feel confident 
about themselves and are 



quite likely to drink to be one 
of the group," Ladouceur 
says. "We're trying to tell 
them about moderation, that 
they don't have to drink with 
everything they do." 

Health and Welfare began 
to target students in its 
"dialogue on drinking" cam- 
paign in 1983. Ladouceur 
says the government started 



the campaign in 1976, but 
changed the focus from 25 to 
49 year olds to 15 to 29 year 
olds after Statistics Canada 
released a study showing that 
the latter age group was 
more vulnerable to alcohol 
abuse. 

Ladouceur says the gov- 
ernment spent nearly the 
same amount of money last 



year in advertisements tar- 
getting students. But she 
quickly added that the 
amount of money pales in 
comparison with the dollars 
set aside by breweries for 
student-oriented advertising. 
"Students are your future 
drinkers. Breweries are get-

Skills Exchange Service

How much is getting your 
essay typed free worth to 
you? Through the Sudbury 
Skills Exchange, a bartering 
service operated here in 
Sudbury, it is now possible ot 
obtain a service like typing in 
return for another service 
such as babysitting, doing 
the laundry, or cleaning. 

Sudbury Skills Exchange is 
a Canada Works Project 
under the sponsorship of 
"People out of work Sudbu- 
ry". It is concerned with the 
effects of unemployment on 
people. What the bartering 
service tries to provide is an 
alternative solution to mo- 
ney for the economically 
disadvantaged. They offer 
services in return for other 



services. 

Jean Pascoe started the 
program in April, 1984, with 
the help of "People out of 
work Sudbury". She had 
attempted to set it up on her 
own before, but was unable 
to get it off the ground 
because of lack of time and 
money. Now with the federal 
funding supporting the pro- 
ject until March '85, the 
Sudbury Skills Exchange has 
a better chance of succee- 
ding. 

According to Lorraine 
Shaffi, liaison officer for the 
bartering service, even thou- 
gh there is a need for help for 
the unemployed, the respon- 
se to bartering is not as great 
as it could be. This, she feels 
, is due to the newness of the 



program. 

People aren't used to the 
idea of bartering, she said. 
They are used to the system 
where you either have 
money or you don't get the 
leaky roof fixed. 

In order to better inform 
the public, an advertising 
campaign for Sudbury Skills 
Exchange has been started in 
Sudbury. 

Anyone interested in be- 
coming a member of the 
Sudbury Skills Exchange 
should call 674-7411, Mon- 
day to Friday from 8:30 to 
4:30. An appointment will be 
arranged to discuss your 
needs and skills.

As one of only a few 
universities in Ontario where 
the on-campus population 
far outweighs the full-time 
off-campus student body 
Laurentian is in a unique 
position.

In the meantime, 
these two reps have been 
trying to pull their own 
council together but with 
very little success. The 
reasons for this may be the 
consequence of any number 
of conditions; the dissipated 
student body, the lack of a 
centralized meeting place 
and effective means of 
communication, and dare I 
say, student apathy. 

The tragedy of this whole 
predicament is the missed 
opportunities. A unified off- 
campus student body could 
do much to improve the 
relationship between the 
Laurentian and Sudbury 
communities. Issues like 
housing and library time^ 
tables could be addressed 
with vigor. And the exper- 
ience of working in a group 
with common goals and 
ideals could bring education 
beyond the realm of mere 
academia to the threshhold 
of a more universal edu- 
cation. 

The potential is there, 
why not use it?

Prisoner of Conscience Week

It was difficult to discern . 
the tome of last Sunday's 
"Words — Thoughts — Music" 
program presented by Amne- 
sty International. 

On one hand, there was 
Bill Hart's fine dramatic 
reading of poems by "Prison- 
ers of Conscience", echoed 
by Richard Roy's classical 
guitar, and concluded by 
Tilman Lewis' beautiful cello 
solo. 

On the other hand, there 
was the theme of the 
afternoon: personal stories of 



horror — torture, opression, 
and death. 

How can such beauty 
contain such pain? One 
member of the audience 
summed it up, "These peots 
have so much experience 
and realism to draw from. 
North American poets just 
can't compare!" 

In Sudbury, the Amnesty 
International group is small 
and select. Only twenty-five 
members are registered, and 
fifty more are on the mailing 
list. Mos^ of these people 
seem to be academics, 



consisting largely of Laurent- 
ian professors. 

Only six people in Sun- 
day's audience of forty-five 
were students. 

Coordinator Rena New- 
berry explained that faculty 
tend to carry the group 
through the summer when 
students are away. She said, 
however, "there's been a lot 
of student apathy (this 
year)." 

"Prisoner of Conscience 
Week'," said Newberry, "is to 



heighten people's awareness 
that there are thousands of 
men and women who spoke 
out, knowing that they would 
be imprisoned, yet went 
ahead." 

According to their pamph- 
lets, "Al works, irrespective 
of political considerations 
for the release of men and 
women who are in prison 
because of their beliefs, or 
their ethnic origin, colour or 
"anguage, provided that they 
have neither used nor advoc- 
ated violence."

forces, detained without 
charge or trial in Haiti since 
1979." 

John Lutes, a professor in 
Social Work, now takes his 
place before the hall. "Judy 
Marigomen, former student 
of mine from the Philipines. 
Activist, social worker and 
nationalist. Imprisoned in 
early 1973, detained without 
charges, but excaped in 
November 1974. Rearrested 
by the military in January 
1984 under a special decree 
issued by President Marcos. 
Then 5 months pregnant, she 
gave birth in June in the 
military camp hospital. She 
has been charged now after 
11 years and, with her 
daughter, will be transferred 
to the prison where she was 
first detained, where she was 
beaten, sexually harassed 
and tortured. I know Judy 
well and we have maintained 
contact over the years. I 
would like to read an excerpt 
from her letter to me dated 
July 1, 1984. 

"Efforts to have me 
released are continuing al- 
though so far there have 
been no tangible results. 
Still, the experience of other 
political detainees especially 
mothers have shown that 
eventual release is possible 
as long as appeals and 
petitions continue and are 



aired publicly. However it 

will take time and plenty of 

patience. 

And I guess I have that." 

Lutes is replaces by yet 
another person and we are 
asked to observe a minute of 
silence in memory of these 
people. It begins, and an 
uncomfortable hush falls 
over the Great Hall as people 
realize they are expected to 
be quiet. The radio plays on 
in the background, and 
outside you can hear the bus 
passing by. The sounds of 
everyday life continue, unno- 
ticed. 

Laurentian president John 
Daniel moves to the micro- 
phone. He speaks of the 
university community and 
how it should be most 
sensitive to human rights. He 
also speaks of how some may 
chose profits over people, 
while others place people 
first in all instances. He says 
that the truth lies somewhere 
in between, and good should 
be measured in relation to 
benefits to society. 

He also says, "the rights 
that one enjoys are those 
that others are prepared to 
defend." 

The speaches finished, the 
ceremonies over, the Great 
Hall becomes once again a 
lunch room. Students go 
back to talking about their 
lives and classes.

isments this year alone, in a 
bid to encourage young 
people to drink their pro- 
ducts. But she quickly 
added: "Oh, don't use those 
figures in connection with 
me. I don't know the exact 
figures." 

Ladouceur says breweries 
reach students especially 
through the sponsorship of 
campus events, where they 
offer to supply large quantit- 
ies of beer to participants for 
free. She says Health and 
Welfare, along with some 
student and community gro- 
ups, is trying to counter the 
abuse of alcohol that often 
occurs during these events 
and breweries' advertising 
with a message of moder- 
ation. 

One student group lau- 
nching a national campaign 
with a theme similar to that 
of Health and Welfare is 
BACCHUS. Named after the 
Greek and Roman god of 
wine, the group stands for 
the Boosting of Alcohol 



Consciousness Concerning 
the Health of University 
Students. 

Bacchus national director 
Doug Smith says the group, 
which promotes "responsible 
attitudes" towards drinking 
on campus, already has three 
chapters in Canada. They are 
Sir Wilfred Laurier Univer- 
sity, the University of Water- 
loo and McMaster University 
in Hamilton. The US group 
has 180 chapters. 

The Wilfred Laurier chap- 
ter where Smith is based will 
hold a workshop about 
student drinking for Ontario 
universities Oct 26. Smith 
says he hopes Bacchus' 
philosophy of moderation 
will spread throughout Ont- 
ario and next year, into the 
rest of Canada. The national 
campaign is being funded by 
the Association of Canadian 
Distillers, which gave Smith 
$15,000 in the summer to 
encourage student councils 
to set up chapters. 

"Any cry for abstinence is 



not our aim," Smith says. 
"It's not realistic because 
drinking is socially accept- 
able. We just want to 
educate people about the 
use and abuse of alcohol." 

Smith says Bacchus will 
encourage universities across 
the country to examine rules 
in residence concerning dri- 
nking, the amount of alcohol 
on campus, and the hours of 
campus pub operations. But 
the campaign will focus on 
getting students to help other 
students learn about the 
dangers of excessive drinking 
he added. 

^'We want to promote 
responsible behavior by say- 
ing to students, 'Do you 
know your limit? Do you 
know you should have food 
available at parties to absorb 
alcohol? Do you know that 
missing classes may be a sign 
you are having too much to 
drink at night?," he says. 

"We want to tell them you 
don't have to drink 15 drinks 
to have fun."

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Polls on Post Secondary Education 



OTTAWA (CUP)-When thou- 
sands of Canadians pick up 
their telephones in the next 
two weeks, they will speak to 
their friendly neighborhood 
student activists. 

"Hello, I'm from the 
Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents," the voice on the 
other end of the phone will 
say. "And I'm wondering if 
you're willing to take part in 
a public opinion poll on 
post-secondary education." 

A few may hang up. But 
hundreds will likely answer 
the student pollsters' ques- 
tions. And according to CFS 
executive officer Diane Fla- 
herty, hundreds will also 
throw their support behind 
the idea of a quality and 
accessible post-secondary 
education. 

The students will ask 
trj#usands of Canadians if 
friey think the federal gov- 
ernment should make ade- 
quate university and college 
funding a priority, ensure 
that federal transfer payment 
to .education are passed on to 
universities and colleges and 
come up with national 
standards of quality for 
universities and colleges. 



The students will ask, 
among other questions, if 
they think all academically 
qualified Canadians should 
be able to attend university 
and college regardless of 
financial background and if 
they think this is now the 
case. 

CFS staff will tabulate the 
results during the federa- 
tion's general meeting and 
along with the organization's 
members, will present the 
results to the federal govern- 
ment on National Lobby 
Day, November 8. 

"We're not Statistics Can- 
ada. We're not the Gallup 



Poll. But we'll try to be as 
statistically accurate as pos- 
sible," Flaherty says. "We 
want to demonstrate to the 
three federal parties that the 
majority of Canadians do 
support post-secondary edu- 
cation and want it to be 
funded so that it is accessible 
and of quality." 

Flaherty says she hopes 
the results will influence the 
federal government to take 
into consideration the need 
for adequately funded uni- 
versities and colleges when it 
re-negotiates the Federal 
Post-Secondary Education 
and Health Contributions 



Act. The Act, formerly 
known as the Established 
Programs Financing Act, 
expires in March 1985. 

A similar telephone poll 
was done in Edmonton in 
late July. About 12 students 
polled 300 people and the 
most surprising result was 
82.3 per cent of those polled 
said they think all academic- 
ally qualified Canadians 
should be able to attend 
post-secondary institutions 
whether they have the 
money or not. 

Another surprising result 
was 82.7 per cent of thoses 



polled said they think the 
federal government should 
ensure that federal transfer 
payments to provinces for 
education are passed on to 
universities an3 colleges. 

Barbara Donaldson, Al- 
berta CFS central committee 
representative, said she is 
optimistic that the results in 
Edmonton will be repeated 
nationally. "We are encour- 
aged by these results and 
that so many Canadians will 
probably support post-secon- 
dary education, as well as 
CFS's goal of guaranteed tied 
funding."
